M any of the world’s rich and powerful 
last week were scurrying for cover 
after the release of the so-called 
Panama Papers, possibly one of the largest 
leaks of secret intelligence ever and one that 
apparently reveals a vast network of financial 
shenanigans. 

The documents (more than n million docu- 
ments and 2.6 terabytes of information) from 
Panamanian law firm Mossack Fonseca were 
obtained by several international news outlets 
and published last weekend. They appear to 
show how a who’s who in the global political 
and business elite— and maybe drug traffick- 
ers— have mounted complex systems to hide 
money in offshore accounts. 

By itself, it is not illegal to hold money over- 
seas. But the implication is that many of those 
mentioned evaded taxes or that money illicitly 
obtained was laundered through such clandes- 
tine networks. 

As the scandal widened, country after coun- 
try as well as many of the prominent figures 
mentioned, issued denials and statements of 
indignation. Activist groups, meanwhile, de- 
manded investigations into the tax havens 
provided by countries such as Panama and the 
Seychelles. 

The Panama Papers could provide investiga- 
tive leads to authorities as well as journalists for 
months if not years. 

The International Consortium of Investiga- 
tive Journalists, which took the lead in exam- 
ining and publishing the trove of more than 
ii million documents dating to 1977, said the in- 
formation appears to show that Mossack Fon- 
seca established shell companies and offshore 
accounts to help hundreds of people move 
their money 


COUNTRIES, GROUPS & 
LEADERS UNDER SCRUTINY 


BRITAIN 

After denying owning any 
offshore accounts, Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
acknowledged Thursday 
that he had in fact profited in 
the past from shares in an offshore firm set up 
by his father. 

Cameron told ITV news that he and his wife, 
Samantha, sold shares worth 31,500 pounds 
(currently $44,300) in an offshore fund 
named Blairmore Holdings in January 2010- 
five months before Cameron became prime 
minister. They had paid 12,497 pounds for the 
shares in 1997. Cameron said the money was 
subject to British tax “in the normal ways.” 

He said he sold his shares because he did 
not want anyone to accuse him of having 
“vested interests.” 

ICELAND 

Prime Minister Sigmundur 
David Gurmlaugsson got 

up and walked out of a 
television interview in which 
he was confronted with the 
existence of a secretive offshore company he 
had links to. 

Gunnlaugsson later resigned after the 
publication of the reports, which allege he 
had sold an interest in an offshore company 
to his wife for $1 just days before he would 
have been required to disclose the interest. 
The company held millions of dollars’ worth 
of bonds in Iceland’s banks, whose failure 
plunged the country into a deep recession 
and burdensome capital controls. 

Thousands of protesters gathered in front 
of parliament, which was hit with eggs and 


bananas. The fruit was a symbol of protesters’ 
anger that the country was, in their view, 
becoming a “banana republic.” 

RUSSIA 

President Vladimir 
Putin’s spokesman said 
“Putinophobia” had fueled 
reports that some $2 billion 
had been channeled through 
the accounts to people associated with the 
president. The International Consortium of 
Investigative Journalists reported that a close 
friend of Putin, cellist Sergei Roldugin, is listed 
as the owner of offshore companies that have 
obtained payments from other companies 
of tens of millions of dollars. The ICIJ said 
“evidence in the files suggests Roldugin is 
acting as a front man for a network of Putin 
loyalists-and perhaps for Putin himself.” 

Putin described the allegations as part 
of the U.S.-led disinformation campaign 
waged against Russia in order to weaken its 
government. “They are trying to destabilize 
us from within in order to make us more 
compliant,” he said. 

UKRAINE 

The reports show 
that President Petro 
Poroshenko, who had 
promised voters he would 
sell his candy business when 
he ran for office in 2014, had instead moved 
it offshore under a holding company in the 
British Virgin Islands. 

The move possibly deprived Ukraine 
of millions of dollars in tax revenue. Yet 
Poroshenko focused on the letter of the law, 
not his political inconsistencies, insisting he 
has done nothing wrong and hasn’t managed 
his assets since being elected. Some 
adversaries are calling for his removal from 
office. 


CHINA 

Reports say Mossack 
Fonseca had arranged 
offshore companies for 
relatives of at least eight 
present or past members 
of the Communist Party’s Politburo Standing 
Committee, the apex of power in China. 
Among those it mentioned was the brother- 
in-law of President Xi Jinping. China’s 
foreign ministry denounced the reports as 
“groundless.” 

State media are ignoring the reports, and 
search results of websites and social media for 
the words “Panama documents” were blocked. 

FIFA (& MESSI) 

One of FIFA’s ethics 
committee members, the 
Uruguayan attorney Pedro 
Damiani, is facing an internal 
investigation by the world 
soccer association after revelations from the 
Panama Papers. Damiani’s law firm manages 
offshore companies, including several that 
may have been used to pay bribes in the 
corruption scandal that has led to the arrests 
of top FIFA officials, Suddeutsche Zeitung 
reported. A spokesman for Damiani told the 
newspaper he could not respond in detail due 
to the ongoing investigation. 

Scandal has also touched Lionel Messi, 
perhaps the world’s greatest soccer player. 
Messi is already facing allegations of using 
offshore companies to illegally avoid taxation 
in Spain, and the Panama Papers revealed 
that Messi and his father shared ownership 
in yet another shell company temporarily 
managed by Mossack Fonseca, according to 
the Suddeutsche Zeitung. Messi and his father 
reportedly declined to comment, but Messi 
has previously said that he signs whatever 
documents his father presents to him. -ap 
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WHAT THE PANAMA PAPERS 
MEAN FOR THE U.S. 


EFFECT ON ELECTION 2016 

The Panama Papers offer a glimpse into what’s 
driving the populist outrage that has marked 
this year’s presidential campaign. 

The reaction in the U.S. has been relatively 
muted. But voters and experts say the docu- 
ments validate the frustration felt by Bernie 
Sanders supporters on the left, who feel hard 
work is no longer enough to get ahead in 
America, and the anger of Donald Trump parti- 
sans on the right, who say it will take someone 
who knows the insider system 
to dismantle it. 

“We’ve recently heard the 
startling revelations about the 
tax dodge that is taking place in 
Panama,” Sanders told support- 
ers in Wyoming on Tuesday 
night after his win in the 
Wisconsin Democratic primary. 

“In a time of massive income 
and wealth inequality, how 
does it happen that you have 
large, profitable multinational 
corporations who in a given year pay zero, not 
a penny, in federal income taxes?” 

Joe Brettell, a Republican strategist based 
in Houston, doubted whether the public’s fury 
could get much worse. 

“The populist anger being fueled primarily 
by white working-class Americans didn’t need 
any more fuel,” Brettell said. “They’ve already 
lived through the financial meltdown. They’ve 
already lived through the lack of middle class 
wage increases even as the stock market 
boomed.” 

The passports of at least 200 Americans are 
included in the documents, according to news 
organizations that have access to them, though 


none are thought to be as famous as celebrities 
and politicians from other countries. 

IS THE U.S. A TAX HAVEN? 

America’s openness to foreign tax evaders is 
coming under new scrutiny after the leak. 

The U.S. lambastes and strong-arms countries 
that help drug lords and millionaire investors 
hide their money from tax collectors. Critics 
say it should look closer to home. 

America itself is emerging as a top tax haven 
alongside the likes of Switzerland, the Cayman 
Islands and Panama, those seeking reform of 
the international tax system say. And states 
such as Delaware, Nevada, South Dakota and 
Wyoming, in particular, are competing with one 
another to provide foreigners 
with the secrecy they crave. 

“There’s a big neon sign 
saying the U.S. is open to tax 
cheats,” says John Christensen, 
executive director of the Tax 
Justice Network. 

Christensen’s group, which 
campaigns for a global crack- 
down on tax evaders, says the 
United States ranks third in 
the world in financial secrecy, 
behind Switzerland and Hong Kong but ahead 
of notorious tax havens such as the Cayman 
Islands and Luxembourg. 

Under a 2010 law, the United States de- 
mands that banks and other financial insti- 
tutions disclose information on Americans 
abroad to make sure they pay their U.S. taxes. 

But the U.S. doesn’t automatically return the 
favor. 

More than 90 countries have signed on to a 
2014 information-sharing agreement set up by 
the Organisation for Economic Co-operation 
and Development; the U.S. is among the few 
that haven’t joined. American banks don’t even 
collect the kind of information foreign coun- 
tries would need to identify tax dodgers, -ap

These are the three super 
food groups on which trends 
are built. As much as chefs might like 
it to happen, things with confusing 
and cutesy French names rarely make 
it past the appetizer section of a single 
high-end restaurant. You’d think that 
might also be the case with the tartine. 

When I first heard the term, I 
thought it was a euphemism for a 
diminutive Victorian-era lady of ill 
repute. In reality, it’s a French word for 
an open-faced sandwich, usually served 
on toast.

Whether it’s painted with av- 
ocado, dripping with foie gras and jam 
or piled high with caviar, it’s hard to find 
a menu in Chicago that doesn’t offer at 
least one. But for every hit, there’s a sad 
excuse for a baguette that’s made with 
the same ingredients as a yoga mat. You 
must be careful what you chew 

To help you in that quest, here are six 
of the best things we’ve seen on crispy 
crunchy bread in the past few months.

Hearty hunks of tender avocado mingle 
with red chili flakes, fresh basil and a gloriously 
plump poached egg. You’ll break that egg and 
watch the yolk dribble down to the thick, crusty 
multigrain bread below (who knows, you might 
even Instagram it). It sounds simple enough, 
and it is, but this avocado toast is one of the pur- 
ist versions of the trend in the city.

In the past few years, Humboldt Park has become some- 
what of a breeding ground for great chicken liver. The stuff 
served at Rootstock (954 N. California Ave. 773-292-1616) is so 
silky and rich-and not too funky-that I swore it was actually 
pricey foie gras the first time I had it. But late last year, some 
friendly competition moved in down the street when Jeff 
Pikus and the crew over at Bar Marta brought chicken liver 
of the gods to the neighborhood. Tufted slathers of the stuff 
ooze with boozy cognac, and notes of sherry grace the crusty 
bark of fermented house-baked sourdough bread. Spicy red 
chili slivers, crispy splinters of chicken skin and wintergreen- 
wafting sprigs of parsley burst in each bite. Had the foie gras 
ban proposed by Aid. Joe Moore (49th) stuck here in Chicago, 

I would’ve been fine with this stuff as an alternative.

Each 
toasted round is topped with onion caramel, a 
small mound of smoked salmon roe and bits of 
cured egg yolk. The end result is buttery, tangy 
and melt-in-your-mouth delicious. And with 
five per order, you’ll be tempted to pop them 
in your mouth one after the next, but logic will 
tell you to slow down and savor every last bit. 
And maybe lick your fingers when it’s all over.

If there’s a hard way to do something, 
they’ve likely dedicated themselves to it. Their bread 
is shaped by hand, cured for days and baked individ- 
ually in cast-iron pans. The process is so painstaking 
that they don’t sell loaves to go, only because they 
just have time to make enough for daily service. So 
here’s what you’ll do: Go in the morning, fork over 
$3, crunch down on the mahogany crust, inhale the 
yeast that lies deep within the soft innards of this 
warm bread and repeat. The first time one of my 
pickiest (and most social) friends tried this stuff, he 
stopped talking to me mid-sentence and remained 
silent for at least three minutes after.
